DETAILED ACTION 

Amendments to the Claims 

Applicants have amended numerous claims through the response filed on 
February 2, 2010. Due to these amendments, claims 6 and 8 (and their dependents) 
are no longer dependent on claim 1 . These claims recite divergent subject matter. The 
common subject matter between these claims - i.e., the general inventive concept 
linking the claims - is not free of the prior art. Accordingly, a restriction requirement is 
made, as set forth below. 

Claims 4, 5, 9 and 1 1 are not included in the restriction requirement since they 
are withdrawn, as evident by Applicants' claim listing filed February 2, 2010. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2-3 and 17, 20 and 22, drawn to a magnetic sensor device. 
Group II, claim(s) 6-7, 21 and 23-25, drawn to a magnetic sensor device. 
Group III, claim(s) 8, 10 and 12-16, drawn to a magnetic sensor device. 
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The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The technical 
features linking Groups l-lll appear to be a substrate, magnetic field generator and 
cross-talk suppression circuit. Other limitations recited in the groups are specific to 
each group and are therefore not considered common technical features. The technical 
features linking Groups l-lll, however, are not free of the prior art. Indeed, the 
combination of the Tondra, Cruden and Nauta references teaches these limitations. 
See Office Action filed November 9, 2009. Accordingly, unity of invention between 
Groups l-lll is lacking. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
